WALRUS LEATHER. 


Used For Making Wh«*U For PolUMna;. 


Other EolicUaa; L«fttb«r*. 


"Walrus leather is used for making buffer 


wheels for polishing .brass, steel and sil- 
ver. It has a •peculiar, coarse grain that 
holds the emery or polishing powder well. 
It takes about five years to tan a walrus 
bide. Some walrus leather is made in this 
country, 'but the bulk of it is imported 
from England. Leather made from the 
bide of a cub walrus would be about half 
an inch thick, Tbo hide of an old. bull 
might- be two inches thick. The value of 
the leather depends upon its thickness. 
Half inch would sell for about 50 cents a 
pound; l}i inches would be worth $1.40 a 
pound, and TCili a* leather from 1% to 1 3i 
Inches thick, smooth and well trimmed, 
would be worth 13 a pound, and a side of 
such leather would cost about 9800. 


\Vnlrus wheels are made in a variety ot 


shapes, depending upon the work on which 
they are used. They are made with a flat 
face, grooved, cone shaped or of any "shape 
that may be desired, and by cementing 
layers of leather together wheels of any 
desired thickness are made. Walrus leath- 
er is also used for valve packings. 


Bull necks are used also-for polishing 


purposes. Three-quarter inch bull necks 
sell nt about 50 cents a pound. Leather 
made from the bide of tbe sea lion is used 
for polish ing purposes. This is a smoother 
and softer leather used for softer metals. 
Sea lion leather of an'ayorage thickness 
costs about 50 cents a pound. Built up 
wheels of any thickness are also made of 
sea lion and of bull neck leather. — New 
York Sun.

Then the chips are 
removed and dried for use in the furnace 
and a new charge is put in 
At tbe same 


time the camphor and oil are removed 
from the condenser. By this method 20 
to 40 pounds of chips are required for one 
pound of crude camphor.—United States 
Department of Agriculture. 


Ancient Barbers. 


Tho cult of the beard, according to the 


ancient Jewish writers, started in tho 
garden of Eden.

The ancient Jews, presumably on ac- 


count of this believed Edenic origin, held 
the beard in such high esteem tbat they 
considered it a greater insult to seiza a 
man by bis beard than to tread on his 
corns. They cherisbed the hair on their 
faces 83 the callow youth of today does his 
adolescent mustache, trimmed it in vari- 
ous forms, perfumed it with odorous sub- 
stances and cut it only as a sign of great 
affliction. So far did they carry their ven- 
eration for its dignity that laws were ac- 
tually passed regarding tho manner of its 
wearing. 
This was probably done, how- 


ever, ip order that the chosen people might 
not imitate the neighboring races tbat 
made hair offerings to their gods, nor 
their former masters, the Egyptians, who 
were great patrons of barbers. 


The barber's lot was a happy one in the 


land of Egypt, where the people bad such 
a high regard for tho tonsoiial ar& that 
the majority of the men shaved not only 
tbe face, but tbe entire head, and copped 
their bald pates with wigs, while tbe 
priests wont even further and shaved tho 
entire body every third day. With this 
constant scraping of chins going on the 
barber's ferado was an important one, in 
thn homo of the pharaobs, and its follow- 
ers were kept busily running throughout 
the length and breadth of the land from 
early morning until sunset. They carried 
their tools in an open mouthed basket, 
and tbelr razors were shaped like a smal) 
hatchet with a curved handle.—Francis J

MOST WHOLESOME MEALS. 


Sir*. Sorer Tell* the Best Food. For IHf. 


ftrent Time* of Day. 


In^ The Ladies' Home Journal Mrs.'S. 


T. .Refer writes at length to show tbat 
Americans eat too much, meat, but says 
she does not want to be understood as con- 
demning meat entirely. Individually she 
uses "all (with the exception of pork and 
veal) in moderation and toward the close 
of tho day. From long experience," she 
says, "1 have found that a heavy jnorn- 
ing's work con best be accomplished on a 
breakfast composed of a well cooked cereal 
and frmt, with perhaps a cup of French 
coffee or cereal coffee and a piece of well 
toasted whole wheat bread. The noonday 
meal, especially rf work is to bo continued 
in tlie afternoon, should be composed cf a 
cream soup, with whole wheat bread, an 
omelet, some of the hgh ter form's of nitrog- 
enous food, in the proportion of one-third 
to tx\ o-thirds carbonaceous food. Fruits, 
again, may/ be taken, if they agree—a 
baked banana, a baked apple, peaches, 
pears or any of the very ripe, subacid 
fruits. 


"After tbe day's work is over and one 


can tfike time to rest and thoroughly di- 
gest a meal dinner should be served. A 
warm beef soup, stimulating rather than 
nitrogenous, should form tbe beginning of 
the ineai This may be followed by some 
light tntree, either of fish or vegetable, 
then the red meat, either boiled, broiled 
or roasted (never fried), with its accom- 
panying vegetable. With beet serve pota-i 
Goes OE macaroni as the starchy food, with 
mutton or chicken rice. A green vegeta- 
ble should be added for its salts, and this 
may be onions or young peas, beans, 
cauliflower or- spinach. The salad should 
follow, and with, itra tiny bit of cheese, with 
a pieco of wholewheat bread, a bread stick 
or a -water biscuit Then a simple, light 
dessert may bo served." 


Blacking. 


Liquid blacking, such as is cow used, 


was invented early in tbe present century, 
previously various mixtures were used. 
There are-many allusions in last century 
literature to shoeblacks and blocking. In 
the" I-KSndon World of Jan. 31, 1754, Ed- 
vrard Moore, describing the miseries of an 
author, says that he would rather have 
started in life as a'shoeblack had he but 
had the money to buy or credit to procure 
"» stool, brushes and blackball." An old 
kind of blacking consisted of ivory black, 
very coarse moist sugar and water, with 
a little vinegar. A mixture of whale oil 
aivd soot was used in Gay's time. The 
anther cf "Trivia" has several allusions 
to tho "black youth" who stood at street 
corners then, as now: 
Earkl The boy calls thee to Ins destin'd stand, 
And ihe shoe bluncs beneath his oily bend. • 


Do Foe makes bis Colonel Jack describe 


himself when a boy as a dirty vagabond, 
"lite a 'Black your shoes, your hanor?' a 
beggar boy, a blackguard boy or what you 
please, despicable and miserable to the 
last degree."

Quick Journey* Made Now. 


A French statistician has just drawn up 


an interesting document showing at vari- 
ous periods in what time certain frontier 
townb could be reached from Paris. The 
years, chosen aro 1650,1782,1834,1854 and 
1897. In 1680 it took five days to go from 
Paris to Calais.' 'One hundred and thirty- 
two jeavs later, in 1782, the duration of 
the journey, had been reduced to 60 hours. 
In 18^4 it had fallen to £8 hours and in 
1864 to 6 hours 40 minutes. Today one of 
the boat expresses tabes 8 hours 42 min- 
utes. 


The journey to Strassburg took S18 hours 


in 1650, 108 hours in 1793, 10 hours 40 
minutes in 1854 and today a matter of 
hours t'O minutes. 


Tho difference for Marseilles is still 


tnoro phenomenal. From 15 days in 1650 
the duration of the journey was reduced 
to 80 hqurfl in 1834, aud today it takes 13% 
hours. , The dferaraoe from Paris to Bay- 
nnno two centuries ago took 388 hours. 
Todny it occupies 11 hours 11 minutes. 
Urcs>t con be reached in 13 hours 87 min- 
utes, \vhilo in 1650 it took 270 hours. 
Finally, for Havre, 97 hours was consid- 
ered quick traveling in 1656. It took 15 
hours ip 1783 and 17 hours in 1831. To 
Juy It is n innttor of 3 hours 15 minutes.— 
Philadelphia Inquirer,

Diarrhoea is caused by giving too much 


green food, food which is wot or decayed 
or stale seeds. Bad drinking water is an- 


frequent cause. 


When the first symptoms of rnonlt are 


observed, give a lutle magnesia in the 
drinking water, 10 or lo grains to a 
wineglassf ul, or put in tho fountain a sen- 
x>u leaf, changing it every day. 


To catch cold when moulting is almost 


always certain death to tho bird. There- 
fore &\ old drafty places for the cage. 


At this time an abundance of food is 


necessary, and must be given by additions 
of a little hemp seed, white bread soaked 
In milk and lettuce or endive. The bird 
should also be kept warm. 


Canaries ore subject to many diseases. 


A common complaint is asthma. This 
generally ~ arises from indigestion- nnd 
yields to plaintain and rape seed moistened 
with water as the sole food. In very bad 
esses leave off hemp seed, and use rape 
only; give abundance of bread soaked in 
waler and pressed^ lettuce or watercress, 
according to season; twice a week give a 
boiled bread and milk" ball about as large 
as the end of the thumb. 


This is made by throwing a piece ol the 


crumb of bread into a cup of milk, boiling 
and stirring with n wooden spoon tilUt i* 
of tho consistency of pap. It must be giv- 
en cold and always freshly made. If al- 
lowed to sour, it, will give indigestion. 
This paste acts as a purge and its effects 
must be watched. 


For overgrown claws end beak use sharp 


scissors and take care to avoid drawing 
blood. The long claws are a source of dis- 
comfort and -danger, especially when the 
female is nesting. 


A bird which is egg bound needs imme- 


diate treatment. Give cooise brown sugar 
and drop some sweet oil into the duct— 
Philadelphia Ledger.

LAST RESTING PLACE OF THE FA- 


MOUS INDIAN CHIEF.

The Pawpae* 
haying inflicted an rasn'.t npon an Omnha 
brave, Blackbird led hit, men against iheir 
town and slaughtered many of the inhabr 
itant* and burned it to tha ground. He 
also waged a fierce war against th* Otoes 
.until peace was effected by the interference

As a 
last bopo the Ponca chief then-sent out his 
daughter, arrayed in all her finery and 
bearing tho calumet of peace. Her charms 
conquered. A treaty was mode, and Black- 
bird married tbe herald. She became his 
favorite wife, yet nevertheless in one ot 
his ungovernable fits of r^tfce be killed her 
with a single blow'of bis knife. 


Ko sooner did he^eeher Jying_dead at 


his feet than his anger left him, and for 
three days he sat by her corpse—silent, 
motionless and tasting no food. On the 
third day his people began to fear that he 
intended to rtarve himself to death and 
entreated bun.to be comforted. Be paid 
no attention to their entreaties, and nt last 
a warrior brought a little .child into his 
presence and placed it beneath 'tne chief's 
foot This appeal brought-him to himself, 


* and, arising, be made a speech to hid fol- 
lowers and seemingly threw off his grief 
as easily as ha bad taken it on. In 1799 
the smallpox swept over Nebraska, and 
Blackbird was one of its victims. The 
following descripr.on of his death and 
burial is quoted from Washington Irving's 
"Astoria:" " 
> 


, "When tho general horror and dismay 
were at their height, Blackbird himself was 
struck down with the malady. The poor 
savages gathered around his bed and for- 
got their own miseries.-' His dominant 
spirit and love for the white _men were 
manifested'in hlslatest breath, with which 
he designated his place of sepulture. It 
was to bo on a hill.or.promontory upward 
of 400 faet high, overlooking a great ex- 
tent of tho Missouri river, from whence he 
hod been accustomed to watch for the 
barks of .the white men. The Missouri 
washes the base of the promontory, and 
after winding and doubling in many links 
and maze* In the plain below returns to 
within 900 yards of its starting point, so 
that.for 30 miles navigating with sail and 
oar the voyager finda- himself „ continually 
near to this singular promontory ae if 
•pellbonnd. 
"It was the dying command of Black 


bird that hia tomb should be on the sum- 
mit of this bill, in which he should be in- 
terred, seated on his favorite horse, that 
be. riiight overlook his,ancient dumain and 
* betold. the barks pf the white men as they 
come upjthe .river ;tojtMde;wi$h his people. 


"Hi* dying orders "were faithfully obey-; 


ed. 'His corpse was placed astride of his 
•war.steed and a nip und raised.,pyer them 
on'tHe" summit of ,th6 hill. On the'tbp" of 
tho nipund -was erected a staff from which 
floated tho banner of ithe chieftain and the 
scalps that he had taken in battle. -When 
the. expedition under Mr. Hunt visited 
that part pit the cotintry (1808), the staff 
«till remaine^, with the figments of tho 
bantier,'. and this superstitious^rite of plac- 
ing food ^rornitiime to time.,upon the 
njoiindfPr the use of the deceased was 
ptill observed by the Oruahas."

The opinion U atOl rery generally en- 


tertained* that with aaieals, especially 
those of ;tb« lower order, instinct i* the 
determining guide that incites to the prop- 
er performance of action or function, and 
that as such it is far less liable to err than 
tbe reasoning of intelligence. Few scien- 
tific prejudices have bean more difficult to 
overcome than that which removes from 
animals tho reasoning faculty, and proba- 
bly many years will yet elapse before it 
will be recognized that all animals which 
come under ordinary observation ore en- 
dowed with the same kind cf faculty, al- 
though developed in various degrees of a 
descending scale, which distinguishes man 
and the so called higher organisms. The 
beo and ant have been frequently held up 
as tho best exponents of the instinct class, 
and;, moro--recently ;bf the •"exceptional" 
animals which developed reasoning pow- 
ers, and it was a rude..shock, not only to 
the layman, but as well to. the", scientist, 
when Sir, JohaLubbock, as the result of 
an .almost endless series of experiments, 
announced a few years ago that these ahi- 
mtils w6re "sadly wanting.'.', both in their 
instinctive and intellectual traits. 
In 


other words, there were ruany time* when 
both Instinct and intelligence erred for 
them. 


Some most remarkable instances of the 


erring of instinct KmonB.-insectS:have,re- 
oently been noted by naturalists, and they 
add an interesting chapter to the, physiol- 
ogy of sense. - Ono of these, was the case of 
a butterfly, which persisted in visiting the 
artificial flowers on a lady's bonnet, mis- 
taking them for the natural product. An- 
other, and perhaps more striking, instance 
of fault ia noted by tho distinguished 
French entomologist, M. R. BlanCbard, 
and concerns» species of sphinx moth, 
which entered a hotel room in the half ob 
scurity of early morning, and was_ fourld 
ta flit with direct intent to definite parts 
of thelwalls and ceiling. These were, dec- 
orated twith paintings of leaves andflowers, 
and to' the latter the insect approached in 
repeated attacks, thiusting forward Its 
proboscis as though intent upon intruding 
it Into the opened cups of the beguiling 
flowers. After repeated failures and the 
resulting discouragement, tho effort was 
given up, and the sphinx escaped: by the 
window. This case of self deception is in- 
teresting in another way, inasmuch as it 
proves that it is not always the sense of 
smell, but nt times that of sight, :which 
directs insects .to their flowers.—Washing- 
ton Star.

Dull boys often become clever and suc- 


cessful men, but this is simply on account 
of the fact that dull boys are only slow 
boys, and it takes more time for theh 
brains to grow than tbe others. It is 
steady work, ceaseless endeavor, that tells. 
Then, again, we forget that a bright boy 
may be handicapped by other qualities. 
He may not have the physical strength 01 
energy of the other, while the dull boy is 
carried forward by never failing energy 
and strength, for it is often bis dullness at 
school that makes the dull boy's subee 
quent success so conspicuous. How many 
dull boys have become still duller men, 
and1 how many bright boys still brightei 
men! 
Like the old reproach about min- 


isters' sons, one bright boy that turns opt 
ill ia made to stand for tbe whole class, 
and one dull boy that turns out well glori- 
fies his whole class. Notwithstanding all 
our inventions, all our progress, the old 
Scripture doctrine still holds good — that 
men reap what they sow and cannot gath- 
er grapes of thistles nor figs of thorns. It 
can be set down, therefore, na an estab- 
lished rule that bright boys generally do 
turn out to be bright men and dull boys 
generally do turn out to be dull mon. 
This, yon see, given the latter a chance, 
which can bo fortified by declaring that 
good boy* alwny* turn out good men and 
generally •uocewful men.— Now York 
Lodger.

Tennyson's Praise of Burns. 


Mr. Aubrey do Vere contributes to the 


biography of Lord Tennyson a report of 
some conversations with the poet, in 
which was disclosed his singular freedom 
from the spirit of rivalry. 


In those conversations he never uttered 


a word that was disparaging or tainted 
with the spirit of rivalship. The only poet 
I beard him criticise roughly or unfairly 
was himself. "Compare," he once said 
to me, "compare the heavy handling of 
my workmanship with the exquisite light- 
ness of touch in Keats." 
' 


Another timo be read aloud a song by 


one of the chivalrous poets of Charles I's 
time, perhaps Lovelace's "Althea," which 
Wordsworth also used to croon in the 
•woods, and saisj, "There, I would give all 
my poetry to have made one song like 
that." 


Sfot less ardent was his enthusiasm foi 


Burns. And here an incident with no 
small significance recurs to me. "Read 
the exquisite songs of Burns!" he ex- 
claimed. "In shape each of them has the 
perfection of the berry, in light the radi- 
ance of the dewdrop. You forget for its 
sake those stupid things, his serious 
pieces." 


The same day I met Wordsworth and 


named Burns to him. Wordsworth praised 
him even more vehemently than Tenny- 
son had done as the great genius who had 
-brought poutry back to nature, but end- 
ed: "Of courseT refer to his serious ef- 
•forts, such as tho 'Cotter's Saturday 
Xight.' Those foolish little amatory songs 
of his one has to forget." 


I told the tale to Henry Taylor that even- 


ing, and his answer was, "Burns' exquisite 
Bongs and Bums' serious efforts are to me 
alike tedious and disagreeable reading." 


So much for the Infallibility of poete in 


their own art. 


Toads In Rock. 


Stories of toads inclosed in solid rock 


are not at all uncommon, but of all the 
reported cases not one has ever been sub- 
stantiated. "When investigated, it is found 
that they are made up stories or that 
there was no toad or no rock or that there 
was a way for him to get in or get out.

So the 
man that finds tho toad had better bo pret- 
ty sure that it is a toad in a solid rook, 
and whilo ho 'is about It he hadr hotter 
have witnesses and photographs and evory- 
'thing possible to bo had in proof of his as- 
sertion, for it will be doubted. If he proves 
his case, no man ever known wilt have 
such enduring fame. Just find tho toad, 
gentlemen.—Milwaukee Journal.

hero are the remains of a city, unknown 
to history, as remarkable and as worthy | 
of our careful consideration as any of the

Whatever the origin of 'its people, this 


old city is distinctly American, the growth 
of American soil and environment. Tho 
gloomy forest, tho abode of monkeys and 
jaguars, which clothed the valley at the 
time of Stephens' visit, was in great part 
destroyed about 30 years ago by a colony 
from Guatemala, whiuh came to plant in 
the fertile soil of the valley the tobacco for 
which, much more than for the ruins, 
that valley is famous throughout Central 
America today. Tho trees that grew upon 
the higher structures wore left, forming 
a picturesque grove, a^remnant of which 
still remrans—a few cedars and ceibas of 
gigantic proportions clustered about tho 
ruins of the temples, shrouding them in 
a somber shade and sending their huge 
roots into the crevices and unesplored 
chambers and vaults and galleries of tho 
vast edifices. 


Tho area comprised within the limits of 


the old city consists of n level plain seven 
or eight miles long and two miles wide at 
the greatest. This plain is covered with 
tho remains of stone houses, doubtless the 
habitations of tiie wealthy. The streets, 
squares and courtyards were paved with 
stone or with, white cement made from 
lime and powdered rock, and the drainage 
was accomplished by means of covered j 
canals and underground sewers builu of j 
stono and cement. On the slopes of the j 
mountains, too, aro found numerous ruins, i 
and oven on the highest peaks fallen col-1 
urnns and ruined structures-may be seen. 


On the right bank of the Copan river, 


in the midst of the city, stands the princi- 
pal group of structures—the temples, pal- 
aces and buildings of a public character. 
These form part of what has been called, 
for wane of a better natae, the main struc- 
ture—avast, irregular pile rising from the 
plain in steps and terraces of masonry and 
terminating in several great pyramidal 
elevations, each topped by the remains cf 
a templo which, before our excavations 
were begun, looked like a huge pile of

Sreat Britain realize for the first time in 
many years that it is still a country un- 
der a monarchy. Indeed several papers 
are urging the king to exert pressure on 
the ministers to eradicate the abuses in 


irmy aud push the war in South Af- 


rica. 


JVIany persons are seriously pondering 


on whether Siug Edward is -going to rule 
or reign. There is all confidence in his 
tact and common sense. Bat the sudden 
restoration of monarchical splendor and 
?ower and the keen sympathy between 
:be German emperor and King Edward 
make many loyal subjects anxious about 
die future. 
-The first sign of this is the suggestion 


of an increase of the king's income. Mr. 
Senry Labouchere and many others 
lave no hesitation in opeiily opposing it. 
Reference is frequently made to the 
small incomes of the presidents of the 
United States and France. There is lit- 
tle doubt that parliament will grant lar- 
ger supplies, but this action will not 
•serve to reconcile the coniiti-y to its new 
conditious.

The Rifflitw of the People.

The ap- 
aointment of Sir Francis Knollys, who 
was secretary to tho king while the latter 
was Prince of Wales, to be secretary of 
lis majesty meets with universal ap- 
proval and is taken as a good omen. Sir 
Francis is the son of tho king's former 
tutor. They were playfellows together.

Barracks will shortly be erect- 
ed at this royal residence, so long con- 
nected with the name of the Piincc of 
Wales, where household troops will be 
accommodated.

The air enters 
by the hauling slopes- and is divided into 
separate splits, the main split being at 
the point where No. 2 reaches off the 
main slope-, part of the air going down 
each slope.

Although our own writing has reached j 
the alphabetic stage, yet we still employ j 
a number of photographic and ideographic i 
signs. The digits I, II, III stood as pic-' 
lures of fingers. The V was from the lin- 
gers collacied and the thumb apart; YV 
or X represents the two hands, whila IV 
and VJ are only pictures of ih<s hand, with 
thu subtraction or addition of a finger. 
Ideograms 6,000 years old, and which \ve j 
are showing no possibility of improving 
on, are such printers' signs us the icdei, 
exclamation and parallel. 


If the history of any one of our alpha- 


betic symbols be traced bask, it will be 
found to resolve itself ultimately into iho 
conventionalized picture of some object. 
Tho letter 3i, for instance, was the pic- 
ture of an owl, the conventionalizing 
process of 6,000 years having left only the j 
two peaks, which aro th» lineal descend- j 
ants of the two eats of the awl, still re-, 
taining between them a not inapt repre- 
sentation of the beak, while the vertical 
strokes tire all that remain cf tho outlines 
of tbo breast. 


The letter F is derived from tbeliorned 


I Egyptian asp, the two bars being the sur- 


vival of tho two horns, while the vertical 
stroke represents tho body. 


The letter Y descended from tho same 


picture, tbo two horns and body being re- 
tained.

was a four horned nso, which has come 
down to us in the letter W, the four strokes

begged for mercy, and at the command of 
C.iptain Foster he renounced his doctrine 
before his iislonishcd followers. Chagrined 
and nshnmcd to bo thus duped, the latter 
departed to their homes, anil Dorril prom- 
ised upon penalty of his life never again to 
ij;iposo upon them. 


For nearly 50 years after Dorril con- 


tinued to live in Layden, but ho drank 
liquor habitually, which so increased his 
infirmities that for muny years ho was ono 
of the town's paupers. At regular inter- 
vals ho would go to the middle town of 
Leyden and procure a quantity of liquor, 
bi'eomo intoxicated on tho way homo nud 
crawJ into a hole in tho side of the moun- 
tain and go to sleep So often was ho seen 
there by pastwrsby that tho place wnb called 
Dorril's cave, und it Is known as such to 
tho present clny.
